As soon as the meat is deliveréd, it 
should be unwrapped, placed on a 
clean dish, and kept covered in a cvid, 
clean place, where it should be left 
until the housewife wishes to prepare 
it for cooking. 

It ig not wise to keep fresh meat 
for more than a few-bours unless » 
g means of keping it vold is 
available. When, during warm wea h- 
er, it is necessary to buy meat for 
three or four days in advance, it may 
be seared or browned on the surface, 
thoroughly cooled, and kept for a 
day or two longer without danger of 
spoiling. 

Another method of preserving’ meat 
for a short period consists of rub- 
bing the surface well with a marinade 
made of one part vinegar and three 
parts of olive or other oil. seasoned 
with salt and pepper. This method 
also helps improve the flavor of the 
meat,

For City Waterworks 


An ordinance aimed to inaugurate 
» “continuous billing’ system in the 
city waterworks depertment is to be 
introduced in council at its special 
meeting Monday, it was stated Friday 
by Councilman Harry York. 

The system will be the same as that 
recently put in use by the Georgia 
Railway and Power company for gas 
and electricity consumers. Instead of 
billing all water consumers from the 
first of one month to the first of

TO FIND WORK 
FOR UNEMPLOYED 


Dublin, July 20.—There are mére 
than 62,000 persons without work in 
the Irish Free State for whom the 
government is struggling to find em- 
ployment. The unemployment dif- 
ficulty, and the liberation of 12,000 
political prisoners still interned. con: 
stitute Ireland's most formidable 
problem. 

It is estimated that the Free State 
army now consists of 49,000 men, and 
before the end of the year the Minister 
of Defense hopes to bring this figure 
down to 29,000, The government is 
puzzled to’ know what to do with the 
20,000 soldiers when they are de- 
mobilized.

Washington, July 20.—Included in 
the cargo of the schooner Bowdoin, 
in which Dr. Donald MacMillan re 
cently left on another expedition into 
northern ice fields, was a bronze tab- 
let which will commemorate the mem- 
ory of American soldiers in one vf 
the most northerly monuments of the 
werld. 

The tablet to be placed on Cape 
Scbine, Ellesmere Island, more then 
800 miles within the Arctice circle in 
latitude 78 degrees, 45 minutes north, 
will mark the scene of one of the 
most tragic passages in the history 
of American Arctic exploration. It 
will be in honor of 16 officers and 
men of the United States army, mem- 
bers of the Greeley expedition of 
i881, who gave their lives in the in- 
terest of science. 

_Dhe tablet. was presented by the 
National Geographic Society. On it 


is inscribed: “To the memory of 
the dead, who, under Lieutenant .A. 
W. Greeley, here gave their lives to 
insure the final and complete success 
of the first scientific cooperation of 
the ®nited States with other nations, 
1881-1884.” | 

The spot chosen for its.erection is 
300 miles south of the most northerly 
point reached by the expedition, and 


the nearest to civilization to which 


Greeley was able to lead his men after 
two relief expeditions had failed to 
appear in two successive years. Ox 
23 men who tried to survive the 
winter and spring of 1883-1884 with

In Search For Laborers

Washington, July 20.—The govern: 
ment, through the labor department, is’ 


making a determined effort to fur- 
nish hands to harvest the wheat 
and corn crops in the west, where 
farmers are already depressed because 
of recent successive drops in the grain 
market. The movement will include 
the south when cotton picking be- 
gins. 

A cure is also being sought by 
vatious government agencies for the 
general tarm ‘abor shortage, which 
exists all over the country, and which 
is rapiuly becuwing a serious national 
problem. e 

Francis I, Jones, director of the em- 
ployment service of the department 
of labor, is superintending the drive 
to secure farm hands in the west 
Working under “im are thirty field 
agents, who follow the harvest and 
cooperate with the farmers. Bureaus 
are located at certral ,oints, and serve 
as clearing houses. 

“The crop i~ going to be harvested 
“al right.” Jones said Friday, 
speaking of the coming harvesting in 
North ahd South Dakota and Mon- 


tana, where serious lahor‘ shortages 
have ben reported. “We will get 
‘the hands. I'll guarantee the job 
job*wil be finished.” 

The harvesting has already been 
practicaliy completed in the south- 
ern and midcle states ot the wheat 
belt, and is now well under way in 
Nebraska. Jones called attention to 
the gyecess in Kansas, in spite of 
distressing conditions brought about 
by the floods. 

He is now centering his efforts in 
the Dakotas and Mentana, where 
work will soon begin. Special bureaus 
have been established in these states. 
If necessary, extra field workers will 
be added, Jones said. 

Efforts of the I. W. W. to hold 
up harvesting will not hinder the 
job being completed, he stated. The 
I. W. W. has asked $5 a day. As 
yet, no general price has been fixed 
in the northernmost states, Jones said 
The pay was $4 in Kansa~ and Ne- 
braska. The labor department does 
not interfere with wace fixing. Jones 
said, however, that workers will he 
secured, even if the I. W. W. holds 
its men out.

The house ways and means com- 
mittee acted wisely in reporting 
favorably the bills revising the ex- 


| isting pension’status. 
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The wisdom of its course was em- 
phasized by a resolution .passed in 
the senate Thursday citing the fact 
that in order to meet the pension 
appropriations made in 1921—as 
yet unmet for lack of funds—and 
the current pensions, “it becomes 
necessary for this general assembly 
to raise additional revenue for that 
purpose to the amount of about 
six million dollars.” 

The resolution was a reminder to 
the house that the senate was mark- 
ing time waiting for revenue, and 
mot appropriation bills, and forcibly 
pointing attention to the assembly’s 


1 ‘own inexcusable acts in the past of 


making big appropriations for pen- 
sions, knowing at the time that the 
state would not have the funds to 
pay them. : 
Before the pension revision bills 


P sare enacted, however, there shouid 
__ be an amendment. by which the 


graduated scale of incfeaSes pro- 
‘vided under the acts of 1920 should 
stand, as applying to those entitled 
to pensions under its property re- 
strictions. 

In other words the state should 
not pay cash pensions to Confeder- 
ate veterans who are financially in- 
dependent. 

‘Such a course is contradictory to 


tem. 

On the other hand Georgia, and 
every state, should be as liberal to 
its old soldiers, and to the Confed- 
erate widows who are dependent, 
as it is possible to be. 

Their earning cafiacity is gone; 
most of them are infirm, indigent; 
and there should be no stinting in 
compensating them sufficiently to 
provide actual living necessities in 
this new hour of high costs. 

The bills reported favorably, first, 
limit pensions for widows of Con- 
federates to those who were mar- 
ried before 1870, instead of 1881, 
as now. 

This provision is wise. 

There are scores of widows of 
soldiers, who were born after the 
surrender, receiving pensions in 
Georgia, and, while their personal re- 


- quirements may, in many instances, 


have strong appeal for relief, the 
fact is unmistakable that in the 
present status of Georgia’s finances 
women who were born subsequent 
to the war, or who were not in the 
south during the war, or who did 
not share in the trying ordeals 
threugh which the women of the 
south, in the very territory in which 
the war was fought, passed during 
those years of privation and suffer- 
ing and struggle, should not be in- 
cluded in the pension classes. 

On the contrary the widows and 
sweethearts of the soldiers who kept 
the home fires burning while their 
husbands and future husbands 


fought and fell, ought to receive 


pensions, just as their hero hus- 
bands would receive today, if indi-

And above all 
it should so fix the pension-obliga- 
tions that the state can pay them 
promptly, and in cash, and not tem- 
porize with the payments through 
long delays, and irritating unkept 
promises. 

It is an insult to the Confederate 
soldier for a politician to play for 
his vote and favor and for the sen- 
timent of love and reverence that 
hovers about him, by voting for pen- 
sion payments to him that he knows 
the state cannot meet. 

And while the senate calls upon 
the house to provide funds~* of 
around $6,000,000 to meet pension 
appropriations already made, the 
house appropriations committee an- 
nounces that the institutions of 
Georgia, including her schools, must 
remain half starved because of lack 
of funds for proper maintenance. 

By eliminating the propertied vet- 
erans from the rolls, and the wid- 
ows who were born since or out 
of the Confederacy, the state can 
more amply, and certainly more 
promptly, provide for the indigent; 
and this it should do. And if a 
sane and just and honest pension 
system is adopted, commensurate 
with the state’s ability to pay, there 
may be something left to take care 
of the various institutions whose, 
appeals for help are almost heart- 
rending. 

In eliminating the propertied Con- 
federates from the rolls, their serv- 
ice records should be kept with that 
Same degree of sacredness as if they 
were among the indigent; for what- 
ever may be the different stages of 
material fortunes that have fallen to 
the surviving Confederates in the 
past fifty-odd years, they are all 
comrades in the memories of a com- 
mon cause as they were comrades 
on the field of battle—all heroes of 
one level now, as then. 

The whole pension problem in 
Georgia should be reshaped to one 
of uniform justice to all the Con- 
federate soldiers of the field’ and 
home—and one of honor to the 
good name and business integrity of 
the commonwealth. 


HOWARD’S ROAD BILL, 
On this page is full text of a bill 


introduced by Dr. Charles M. How- 
ard, a member of the house from 
Chattahoochee county, proposing 
that the state allocate to the respec- 
tive counties of Georgia, from the 
State road fund, their respective 
quotas for the maintenance of the 
State aid highways in those coun- 
ties. 

It will be seen that all main- 
tenance work must be done under 
the supervision and control of the 
State highway department. It does 
not in any way weaken the func- 
tions of the state highway depart- 
ment, and, on the contrary, clothes 
the county or road commissioners 
of each county with the authority 
for locally providing for the work, 
but under the direct supervision of 
the state department. 

Dr.. Howard is undoubtedly ac- 
tuated by a sincere desire to 
strengthen rather than to embarrass 
the highway department, and his 
bil—if it meets with the approval 
of the United States bureau of roads, 
thereby not jeopardizing federal aid 
in any way—is certainly the least 
objectionable of any of the meas- 
ures proposing to change the pres- 
ent road statutes, and may be really 
helpful. 

Probably very few counties in 
Georgia would elect to do their own 
maintenance work on state aid 
roads, but if so, and the same coun- 
ties are prepared to measure up to 
the state department’s requirements, 
there is no reason that we can see 
why the county commissioners of 
those counties should not be au- 
thorized to do so, and the quota of 
the funds available for that purpose 
turned over to such counties to be 
thus used. 

One thing must always be kept 
in mind, that a functioning, fully au- 
thenticated state highway depart- 
ment must not be weakened by any 
legislation, for to that extent will 
the program for a state system of 
highways be weakened, and the op-. 
portunity for federal aid be de- 
stroyed. 

So long as the working strength 
and integrity of this department is 
maintained and the federal bureau 
satisfied, the allocation of the main- 
tenance funds to counties under 
state regulation cannot be objec- 
tionable.

RECOVERY FROM RICKETS. 

The most definite diagnostic evi- 
dence of rickets in an infant or cbild 
is the X-ray picture of the bones of 
the region of the wrist. This shows 
diminished ends of the long bones, in- 
distinct borders and faintly outlined 
centers of. ossification, as compared 
with the X-rwy-picture of the wrist of 
a no child of the same age. 
one of/the best evidences of progress 
in recovery from rickets ‘ander treat- 
ment is the improvement discernible 
fh the conditions shown in successive 
X-ray pictures of the wrist. 

Rickets ordinarily. runs a course of 
many months, 15 to 18 months; even 
though the disease process itself is en- 
tirely cured, the damage it bas done 
may be permanent, say a fixed de- 
formity of the spine or other part of 
the skeleton. The desirable thing. 
therefore, is to recognize the disease 
before it progresses so far, and cure 
it before such permanent damage oc- 
eurs.. The ideal thing, of course, is 
to prevent rickets altogether, but that 
would ~~ universal knowledge of 
the simplest facts of physiology or 
hygiene. 

Perhaps the most serious effect of 
rickets, so far as the future health, 
growth and vigor of the child is con- 
cerned, is the chest deformity, for 
restriction of chest canacity retards 
growth and diminishes vitality and 
distinctly shortens expectations of life 
or longevity. The child with such a 
diminished chest capacity (the narrow 
chest goes with a lowered or flattened 
diaphragm, the liver and\other ab- 
dominal organs being ptshed down- 
ward and the bellv vrominent—pot 
belly) is likely to succumb in eariy 
life to pneumonia or tuberculosis. 


The most important period for treat- 
ment of rachitis is from the sixth to 
the fifteenth month; the earlier treat- 
ment is begun the better the results 
will be. The disease untreated runs 
its course in 15 to 20 months, with 
spontaneous recovery of a kind, but 
treatment prevents or lessens’ the 
amount of permanent damage. 


Diet—Since an insufficient amount 
of fat and an excessive amount of 
sugar or starch in the diet is such an 
important cause of rickets, the first 
essential in treatment is to stop the 
use of milk substitutes and large 
amounts of farina¢eous or grain foods. 
and to give the infant suitably modi- 
fied fresh cows’ mil if hreast feeding 
is impossible. Fresh fruit juices, 
fregh vegetable soups, fresh meat 
broths, cooked fruit and _ vegetable 
pulps (strained through a sieve for 
young infants), scraped meat and 
thick gruels are necessary additions 
to the diet. Infants over 10 months 
of age should have a little butter: 
cooked lettuce and spinach are espe- 
cially desirable. 

Hygiene—Provision for open air life 
any sunhine must be made. The less 
clothing the infant wears the better. 
The clothing should be enough only to 
protect against cold or sun, and loose 
enough to permit free movement. Un- 
restricted movement (exercise) is one 
of the essential preventive and cura- 
tive measures. “Fresh air” institn- 
tions for the summer care of infants 
in crowded cities are doing great 
service,

A tlanta Eewyes ‘ 
Commends Professional 
Bondsman Decision 


Following is a full text of a new 
road bill introduced by Dr. Charles 
M. Howard, member of the house 
from Chattahoochee: 

“An act to be entitled an act to supple- 
ment the statutes of the state referring to 
the maintenance of the roads of the state 
composing the state highway system; to 
authorize the state to allocate ‘to the re-

‘Section 1. Be it enacted by the gen- 
erg) assembly of the state of Georgia, and it 
is hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same, that it shall be the duty of the state 
bighwey department when, and as funds are 
available for the mainfenance of state nid 
rotds, to allocate and set aside to each «f 
the counties in the state of Georgia the 
proportion of said funds which in the vpin- 
ion of the state highway department would 
constitute an equitable division among the 
counties based upon such legislation as may 
be enacted “by the general assembly regu- 
lating the apportionment of funds for 
maintenance of roads. 

‘See. 2. Be it further enacted by the 
euthority aforesaid that the maintenance of 
all state aid roads shall be and continne 
under the control and supervision of the 
state highway department as required by 
Section 7 of the act of congress approved

Nevember 9, 1021, Chapter 119, 42 Statutes 
503. 

‘Bec. 8. Be it enacted by the authority’ 
aforesaid that subject to the control and 
supervision of the state highway depart- 
ment, all counties which may elect to do 
so shall maintain such parts of the state 
aid roads as may be located in such coun- 
ties, which work shall be paid for out of 
the funds allotted to such counties as 
hereinbefore provided. The , county com- 
rmatesioners or such other county officers au- 
thorized by law, may use the county con- 
victs for euch work if they elect to do so, 

“Provided, however, that all maintenance 
work must meet with the approval of ths 
stcte highway department and be subject to 
such control and supervision of said d:- 
partment as may be required by the fro- 
visions of the act of congress approved No- 
vember 9, 1921, providing federal aid ‘or 
read purposes. 

“Sec. 4. Be it further enacted that all 
ecunties which may elect to do mainte.- 
ance work on the said state aid roads shall 
be required to make monthly or quarterl7 
statements, as they may prefer, to the 
state highway department, and the said 
state highway department shall pay for 
such work out of such counties’ funds as are 
available upon proper vouchers signed by 
the chairman of the board of county com- 
missioners, or such other county authority 
in charge of roads and revenues of said 
ecunty.

Would Throw Throttle 
Wide Open on Pensions 


~ Editor Congtitution: The present pension 
law was passed by as good a legislature as 
Georgia ever had and twe-thirds of the 
yoters of Georgia assed upon it and eaid 
it was a good law. 

The new law as it applies to widows 
specifies ‘“‘Confederate soldiers marrying 
up to 1881. Their widows can draw pen- 
sions.”” Under this law, in order for a 
widow to draw a pension she must have 
been the wife of . veteran, together with 
her widowhood, not less than 42 years, 
possibly 52 years. This is a long time 
and I can’t see how any one could call 
such a person a young widow. 

If I was Governor. Clifford Walker I 
would keep the legisiatv-- in session till 
they paid every dollar due the pensioners, 
both widows and roldiers. I am glad that 
the time has pot yet arrived in Georria 
when a set of politicians can deprive the 
soldiers and their widews, of their just 
rights; any politician turning the back of

“We shall deal with these constitutional 
attacks upon this act in mass. The regu- 
lation of this business falls within the police 
powers of this state. Tlis power is very 
broad. It has limits and boundaries, but 
they are fag flung. Under this power laws 
may be passed regulating common occupa- 
tions which from their nature afford an 
opportunity for fraud and imposition. A 
large discretion is necessarily vested in the 
legislature to determine (a) 
terests of the public require, and (b) what 
measures are necessary for protection of-such 
interests, The business of professional 
bondsmem affords peculiar opportunity for 
fraud and imposition upon the persons whom 
they serve, besides ch business may be 
so conducted as to ser ly interfere with 
the fair and the proper administration of 
the criminal laws. The unscrupulous may 
devise means and metiiods for escape for 
violations of the penal statues. They may 
use improper and illegal means to Secure 
the acquittal of their clients. For these and 
other reasons which could be given, this 
business comes within the police power of 
the state.”’ 


This * decision has a far-reaching effect 
beyond the regulation of professional bonds- 
men. It deals with the legislative powers 
vested in the legislature in giving protection 
when it becomes necessary to society 
against promoters using unsavory occupa- 
tions for mercenary purposes, which powers 
have never beén disclosed before by this 
court so broadly. 

Every good citizen had an interest in this 
act being supported and backed for passage 
by the members of the Atlanta bar.

In Foot-Propelled 
Vehicle at Dayton 


Dayton, O., July 20.—The first 
flight by man in an air propelled 
vehicle, operated by foot power of the 
pilot only, is an accomplished fact, 1 
was announced at McCook army atr 
field here today. 

’ EF. Gerhart. aeronautical eng!i- 
neer at McCook field, is the inventor 
of the contrivance, which he terms 
a scientific curiosity, and in which 
contrivance he made the first suc 
cessful flights in the presence of wit- 
nesses early yesterday morning. 

While the flights which were made 
with the new machine were not sens‘- 
tional, the inventor e'aims that the 
principles involved can be successfuliv 
incorporated in a machine capable of 
comparatively great height and speci. 

In the longest flight made with the 
machine, operated and supplied with 
the pilot’s own power, it rose aboni 
three inches from the ground and flew 
approximately 20 feet, which the in- 
ventor declared was long enongh to 
insure steady undecelerated flight.

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4 Georgia Leaders 
_ Pay High Praise 
_ To Late Senator 


Impressive exercises at which a 
half-dozen of the state’s most brilliant 
orators eulogized the life and achieve- 
ments of the late United States Sena- 
tor Thomas E. Watson marked the 
joint session of the Georgia general 
assembly in the hall of the house of 
representatives Friday morning, set 


aside as “Watson Day” by a special 
resolution adopted by the two houses. 

Major Charles E. McGregor, state 
pension commissioner and life-long 
friend of Senator Watson, presided 
as master of ceremonies. At the out- 
set Major McGregor paid tribute to 
the Sage of McDuffie, describing him 
us a “champion of the weak and op- 
pressed as well as a champion for the 
causes of right, justice and the prin- 
cipals of democracy.” 

Resolutions deploring the death of 
Senator Watson, which were adopted 
by the senate and house recently, were 
read by Colonel John T. Boifeuillet, 
wrember of the state public service 
commission. Senator Watson was de- 
ecribed in the resolutions as a patri- 
ctic Georgian and American, a bril- 
liant author whose works ranked in 
the forefront of American literature, 
a versatile lawyer of irresistible elo- 
quence and an untiring champion of 


the common people. 
“Fearless Fighter.” 

The resolutions described Senator 
Watson as a man who hed “fought 
vigorously and fearlessly for his na- 
tive state,’ and who had “always 
stood for state sovereignty and indi- 
vidual liberty.” They set forth that 
hisSpowers of oratory and his elo- 
quence equipped him with marvelous 
strength to combat what he deemed 
wrong, were recognized far and wide 
and was evidenced by his loyal fol- 
lowing the nation over. 

Suggestion that a statue of the late 
senator be erected in the state capitol 


with funds to be raised by popular 
subseription was made in the resolu- 
tion, the joint session by -a rising 
vote adopting the report and ordering 
it placed on the annals of the general 
assembly, 

Governor Clifford Walker, who fol- 
lowed Colonel Boifeuillet on the pro- 
gram, expressed the opinion that a 
suitable memorial would fittingly ex- 
press the esteem in which Senator 
Watson was held in Georgia and that 
little difficulty would be experienced 
in raising sufficient funds for such a 
statue.

“For more than a quarter of a cen- | 


tury,” declared Governcr Walker, Sen- 


ater Watson was the leading figure 


in Georgia politics. He stood square- 
ly for the interest of the common 
people and never hesitated to heap 
criticism where he thought it be- 
longed. While many of us differed 
with him at times in his political 
viewpoints, none could help but ad- 
mire and respect him for his courage 
and devotion to what he considered 
right. ; 

“I heartily endorse the suggestion 
to erect a suitable monument to bis 
memory. A large element of Geor- 
gia’s population who have always 
followed him devotedly, should have 
the right to perpetuate his memory 
in such manner as they see fit and 
proper.” 

Eulogizes Watson. 

Secretary of State S. Guyt McLen- 
don, the next speaker, eulogized Sen- 
ator Watsen in the highest praise, 
declaring that Georgia would never 
have another man wto would be able 
to hold the leadership over such a 
large following as did Watson. 

“It is not difficult to understand 
why Tom Watson had such a large 
following,” asserted Secretary Me~ 
Lendon, “always he defended the 
weak and oppressed and followed his 
strong convictions of right. Patriek 
Henry never loved liberty better than 
did Tom Watson, nor did Thomas 
Jefferson hate tyranny more than did 
Watson.” 

Next on the speaker’s program was 
Samuel L. Olive, of Augusta, former 
president of the state senate and 
confidential attorney to Senator Wa'- 
son. Mr. Olive told of his persona! 
relations with his client, depicting 
him as the “most wonderful Georgiaa 
that ever lived.” 

“It is fitting that we pause todas 
and pay tribute to the most won- 
derful man Georgia ever produced,” 
declared Mr. Olive. “There is no 
doubt but that Tom Watson was th 
most remarkable of all Georgians arc 
his memory will always live.” 

Harris Praises Watson. 

United States Senator William J. 
Harris, who followed Mr. Olive. re- 
lated his personal experiences with

Mr. Watson when the latter assumed 
his seat in the United States senate. 
' “There never was an United States 
senator more faithful tv his duties 
than Senator Watson,” declared Sen- 
ator Harris. “He was truly a woa- 
derful man, 8o vast and varied we:e 
his attainments, so powerful was 1/s 
personality and so great were his 
acbievements that his life can be ex- 
plained only by assuming that he 
was gifted with a mental endowment 
far superior to that of the average 
man. He must be assigned a place 
ameng the geniuses of the human 
family, for in human history not one 
man in many millions has equaled him 
in achievement and in influence.” 

“It was Senator Watson's powerfu' 
speeches on the floor of the senate 
that had more to do than anybody 
else in driving W. P. G. Harding off 
the federal reserve board, as well «s 
keeping Henry Lincoln Johnson. 
Georgia negro, out of the position as 
recorder of deeds for the District of 
Columbia.” 

Describes Difficulties. 

_Senator Walter F. George, junior 
United States senator from Georgia, 
described the difficulties under which 
Watson labored as a boy and young 
man, Of his unrelenting qualities 
that enabled him to work his way 
through school and _ then through 
Mercer university. 

“While in congress the first time.” 
said Senator George, “Mr. Watson 
voted ror the eight-hour law, led the 
debate for the bill which required 
railways to equip their cars wth -ni- 
t-mate couplers, and introduced ‘the 


| first resolution ever passce by con- 


gress providing for the free delivery 
of mail outside of towns, villages and 
cities, 

“Whatever may have been Mr. 
Watson’s faults of passion, whatever 
may have been his errors of judgment, 
it cannot be questioned that he 
dreamed for his people, for his state. 
and for his nation the most beautitti 
dreams that ever inspired a partiot.” 

Mrs. Felton’s Tribute. 

Mrs. Rebecca Latimer Felton, of 
Cartersville, appointed by Governor 
fardwick to the unexpired term of 
Senator Watson following his death, 
told of her personal friendship for 
Senator Watson and how he had al- 
ways inspired her in her political ex- 
periences, 

“[ enjoyed a friendship with Tom 
Watson for 34 years,” declared Mrs. 
Felton, “and in all my dealings with 
lim found him to be brave and bril- 
liant, a fiery furnace of intellectual 
ond emotional forces, distinguished 
alike in achievements at the bar and 
in the fields of literature.”

Declaring that if he had been at-

; tinel had attacked Commissioner of 


Agriculture J. J. Brown in its col- 
umns, he would have used a gun, de- 
manded an investigation or resigned 
from office, Representative Stewart, 
of Atkinson county, announced on the 
floor of the house Friday that before 
the session is over he will introduce 
a bill calling for a thorough probe of 
the agricultural department.

Commissioner Brown appeared be- 
fore the house committee on general 
agriculture, number one, Friday morn- 
ing in support of the bill of: Mann, 
of Glynn, and Elders, of Tattnall, 
providing for the distillation test for 
gasoline. The committee voted unani- 
mously to report this bill favurably, 
and at the same time postponed action 
on a bill by New, of Laurens, which 
would reduce the number of oil and 
fertilizer inspectors in the state to 
three of each.

lems to mankind and i+ is, moreover, 
the largest area remaining for the 
explorer. Within fifty years Africa 
has been altered from the Dark con- 
tinent. The man vho would tread 
untouched ground today must follow 
MacMillan north. 

This form of the appeal of adven- 
ture is one of the attractions Arctic 
work holds for Dr. MacMillan. 

His love for scientific exploration 
and investigation is coupled with a 
thirst for adventure on both sea and 
land. It is a happy combination and 
@ne which has placed him in the first 
rank to become the most noteworthy 
of recent years; the extensive plans to 
send his findings back by radio easily 
make it the most popular. 

One of Dr. MacMillan’s chief rea- 
sons for the expedition that now 
braves the bergs in the Bowdoin is 
to obse.ve the glicial action of the 
F'ar North. 

He spent the years 1913-17 in the 
Artictic under the auspices of the 
American Geographicai society, the 
American Museum anc the University 
of Illinois, going north to explore and 
survey of Crocker Land—yet was 
real. Peary thought he saw in 
1906. He said of it: 

Said It Couldn’t Be. 

“My heart leaped the intervening 
miles of ice as I looked longingly at, 
this land, trod its shores and climbed 
its summits, even though I knew that 
that pleasure could be only for an- 
other in another season.” Peary had 
looked upon this fabulous frozen land 
trom two different points, Cape Col- 
gute and Cape Columbia. 

“We were going into the unknown, 


toward that point where land had 
been put down with a question mark, 


where Dr. Harris said it might exist, 


it 


that it couldn‘’t exist, and where Peary 
claimed it did exist.” 

MacMillan penetrated far over the 
ice in search of Crocker Land. It 
was not to be found. But he did dis- 
cover the presence of mirages which 
undoubtedly had confused Peary and 
others, For 90 years a belief in the 
existence of land there had persisted. 
It was the last great geographical 
problem of the north and MacMillan 
rolved it—by removing it from the 
maps, 

Then MacMillan turned his atten- 
tion, during the four-year expedition, 
to the peneeration of Greenland at 
its widest part in a study of the 
meterological and glaciological condi- 
tion on the summit of the great 
ice-cap. He and others of his expe- 
dition made an exhaustive study of 
t-rrestrial magnetism, electrical phe- 
hvmena, seismology, geology, botany, 
orography, ethnology, and archeology 
throughout the extensive region to be 
traversed, all of it lying above the 
Tith parallel. 

OUT-WORK NATIVES. 

The expedition found some evidence 
of the existence of new land lying far 
out on the Polar sea to the west of 
the headquarters near Etah. It made 
a survey of a previously unexplored 
stretch of coastline on the northwest 
shore of Axel Heiberg Island, and an

We are anchored here today at 
Grady Labrador, after steaming 
through the ice all day, covering a 
distance of fifty miles from Boulter 


ock. . 
We left Battle Harbor Friday, July 


13, although there were reports of 
heavy fields of ice packing against 
the land at Seal island, fifty-seven 
miles north. These reports were not 
exeggerated as we later discovered 
when we met an ice _ field

northeast wind. The ice extended 
north and east as far as the eye could 
reach and gave uS a strenuous task 
ty» make Boulter Rock for harbor. 

There we found three Newfound- 
land vesséls awaiting a change in the 
weather. ‘Their crews were all dis- 
couraged and stated they had never 
known worse ice conditions in Lab- 
rador. 

As we left Boulter Rock we met 
the steamship Seal being towed with 
‘a broken shaft and the blades strip- 
vd from her propeller. Weare 
iovead to drop anchor here at Gra‘ly’ 
well outside the harbor as the latter is 
filled with ice which has smashed 
both the fishing stage and the dock. 

Believed Gold Party. 

Yesterday we met several schooners 
southbound loaded to the rails with 
sand gravel from the gold diggings at 
Stag Harbor. 

In every port we are believed to 
be a party engaged in the same gold 
rush. All visitors are quite disap- 
pointed when we tell them we are not 
interested, for the whole country is 
theroughly aroused over the reports 
of gold in Labrador. I understand 
that steamers loaded with engineers, 
prospectors and supplies are rush- 
ing up from Montreal and Halifax. 

It is our belief that nothing will 
come of it and that many have been 
deceived by exaggerated reports. No 
harvest will be reaped except by mos- 
quitos and black flies. Most of the 
suffering adventurers will be home 
in the fall. We may call in at Stag 
Harbor on the way up and give a 
further more definite report on the 
situation. 

We made some magnetic observa- 
tions here, re-occupying the old sta- 
tion of forty two years ago. The 
work is being done by Richard God- 
dard under the direction of the Car-

Never were they content. 
valuable records of the Sir George 
Nares expedition, a British polar 
party of 1875-76, were found, as well 
as valuable records of other expedi- 
tions, some of them dating back to 
the second Grinnell expedition of 
1853-55. They found coal in Bay 
fiord and along the southern shores 
of Axel Heiberg island. 

Nine new islands were discovered 
and for the first time white men at- 
tained to King Christian island, a 
land seen in 1900 by the Sverdrup ex- 
pedition. Hundreds of soundings 
were made of the Polar sea and tidal 
observations made. Many specimens 
of rare birds, animals and _ plants 
were brought back to the museums 
of this country. Ten thousand feet 
of motion picture film was exposed 
and. upwards of 5,000 stills taken. 
During the long nigh?s, when they 
had nothing else to do, MacMillan 
and his assistants compiled a diec- 
flonary of 3,000 words of the Smith 
Sound Eskimo language. 


Finds Biggest Glacier. 


It was on the Ellesmere island 
coast that MacMillan made important 
discoveries—facts from which he has 
evolved the belief that a new glacial 
period is creeping south after a re- 
cession of 30,000 years, 

MacMillan disclosed the fact that 
Sounders island is at present a nuna- 
tek interrupting the surface of a gla- 
cier, This circumstance and the fact 
that MacMillan counted fifty-five tide- 
water, glaciers between Cape Sabino 
and Clarence Head as compared with 
the nine indicated on a standard map 
based on conditions fifty years ago, 
would seem to shoyy that, even when 
allowance is made for the provisional 
nature of the earlier surveys, that 
glacial activity has greatly increased 
throughout this region during the last 
half-century, according to men of 
science. 

MacMillan also discovered a glacier, 
near Cape Faraday on Smith Sound, 
that is twenty miles long across its 
face and probably the largest glacier 
in the region. He named it the Amer- 
ican Museum Glacier. 

Now MacMillan wishes to make an 
exhaustive study of these glaciers and 
learn if the icecap over Greenland is 
growing greater each year and puah- 


ing southward.

Dr. Connally graduated from the 
old Atlanta Medical college in 1859 
and entered the Confederate service 
aS a surgeon in 1861 at the utbreuk 
of the war. He enlisted in Lee's 
Volunteers, commanded by Captain 
George W. Lee. he compa ny formed 
a part of the First Regiment. Con- 
federate Volunteers, commanded by 
Colonel John B. Villipigue, of South 
Carolina.

Mobile, fort Gaines, Albany and Ma- 
con, in surgical and hospital service. 
and toward the ciose of the war ns 
chairman of the medical conscription 
board at Albany. He practiced medi 
cine five years at Albany after the 
war, then returned to Atlanta in 1870. 
and in 1874 married Miss Marv VY. 
Brown, the daughter of Governor 
Brown. 

Dr. Connally’s grandfather, David 
Connally, the son of a promineni 
North Carolina family, moved here 
in 1814, years before Atlanta wax 
even a village, and purchased a tract 
of land near the present town of 
East Point. It has been owned by 
the family ever since. Dr. Connally 
at the age of 86 years is -probably 
the oldest citizen of Atlanta in point 
of continuous residence here. 
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“T find that I am in no danger of 
being run over on the streets, as long
